WASHINGTON, Sept. 2—(BU\") 
~—Members of the Pacific War 
Council discussd with President 
Roosevelt today the possibility 
of a Japanese attick on Siberia 
—an attack which one member of 
the council said was “purely a 
matter of time.” 
Lord Halifax, British ambassador 
said after the conference that there 


had been considerable discussion | 


about the significance of the resig- 
nation in Tokyo of Foreign Min- 
ister Shigenori Togo, former Jap- 
anese ambassador to Moscow, and 
his asssitant Haruhiko Nishi. 

Chinese Foreign Minister T. V. 
Soong added that it was “purely 
a matter of time” when the Japan- 
ese would hurl their armies against 
the Russians in Siberia. 

“We believe,” Soong added, 
“they (the Japanese) are all in 
readiness to attack.” 


Halifax said there had been 
“some discussion of the particular 
possibilities of Japanese strategy 
and what the Japanese might have 
in mind.” 

He added, however, that he did 
not believe he could “usefully de- 
velop the lines that the discussion 
took.” 

The British ambassador also said 
they discussed the situation in the 
Solomon Islands and that Mr. 
Roosevelt “gave us some estimates

Rommel May 
Try hoidiate 
By Depression 


LONDON, Sept. 2.—(CP)—Axis 
concentration on the southern 
flank of the El Alamein line, 
nearest the Qattara Depression, 
suggested to some British observ- 
ers today that Field Marshal Er- 
win Rommel might risk trying to 
cross the deep, shifting sands of

A military commentator whose 
identity may not be disclosed, said 
the depression might be negotiated 
and that such an attempt being in 
line with Rommel’s past tactics, 
has been anticipated by the British | 
Commander in Chief, Gen. Sir 
Harold Alexander. 

He conceded that the eight-mile 
progress of the enemy through the 
British minefields was important, 
but he said the defences there 
were in depth and the advance did 
not mean they had been pierced. 

Military circles dismissed Italian 
pressure in the centre as merely a 
feint. 


The Qattara-El Alamein line is 
drawn close to the easternmost 
reaches of the depression which 
is roughly equal to Lake Ontario 
in size, and the Axis’ new east- 
ward push is in the vicinity of a 
height near El Himeimat which 
might be very useful for observ- 
ation. 

If Rommel could smash through 
there he soon might be able to} 
push past the Qattara depression 
which limits his freedom of move- 
ment and hampers effective use of 
his armor.

Russian planes 
again bombed East Prussia and 
Poland last night starting several 
fires in Warsaw, the German com- 
munique added, German and Ru- 
manian troops were declared ad- 
vancing along the Black Sea littoral 
southeast of Anapa despite tough 
resistance.) 

Further success in the Russians’ 
counter-offensive in the rain- 
soaked Rzhev sector 130 miles 
from Moscow was reported by 
the Soviet high tommand, which 
said several more settlements 
were captured. 

Deep in the Caucasus near the 
Grozny oil fields, the Russians said 
they were holding all their positions 
and occasionally counter-attacking 
in the Mozdok and Prokhladnaya 


areas. 
Further clashes south of Voro- 
nezh were reported by Izvestia 


which said the Germans were beat- 
en off on an attempt to take a 
large settlement in the west bank of 
the Don.

Direct telephone communication 
between United States and Cana-

Stration near the city hall. The 
demonstrators hurled bottles at a 
policeman who warned them to dis- 
perse. During the ensuing scuffle 
the officer was knocked down by a 
bicyclist, 


JAIL DEMONSTRATORS 


Two demonstrators, James 
O'Hara and William Sullivan, were 
sentenced to three months in jail 
for assaulting the policeman. 

Later an angry crowd threw 
stones at an automobile of Capt. C. 
Turner, a United States army offi- 
cer, on a Belfast business street. 
The driver speeded up and none 
of the occupants was hit. 

General disturbances broke out 
immediately after Williams, 19, 
was hanged at 8 a.m. for murdering | 
a Belfast constable last Easter. 

Crowds, made up mostly of wo- 
men and young girls, formed pro- 
cessions and marched through the 
main streets singing Republican 
songs and booing British army 
officers and Ulster policemen. 

A clash between Republican and 
Ulster crowds forced police to 
charge. 

Some Ulster women brushed the 
police aside and taunted Repub- 
lican women kneeling and telling 
their Rosaries near the prison. |

The squadron of which Turnour 
was a member returned intact, the 
only damage being flak holes in 
the aircraft piloted by Sgt. Allan 
Ross of Holland, Man. 


More than 200 bombers were 
used, a communique said, but only 
three were lost, the lowest percent- 
age since the R.A.F.-R.C.A.F. un- 
dertook the mass attacks on Ger- 
many, 

“The weather was good,” the air 
ministry said, “the targets were 
clearly seen and the attack was 
an outstanding success.” 

It was the second aerial blow 
on Saarbruecken in a week, With 
daylight, it was followed by for- 
midable flights of Spitfires skim- 
ming over the channel to France.

British, xis

The readiness of the Allies to 
meet Rommel’s challenge was in- 
dicated by the communique’s re- 
port that British forces made their 
own sally Monday night on the 
northern flank of the Fl Alamein 
line and brought back a batch of 
German prisoners,

2 Focke-Wulf’s 
Over Channel

LONDON, Sept. 2.—(CP).— Two 
Canadian Spitfire pilots destroy- 
ed a pair of Focke-Wulf 190’s 
which approached the south coast 
| of England this morning and then 


helped in the rescue of one Nazi 
airman who bailed out into the

The Canadians were patrolling at

“1 flew alongside it and saw the 
pilot siumped over the stick, ob- 
| viously dead. The Focke-Wulf 
| was so badly damaged it was a 
| miracle it flew at all. When it 
disappeared from sight it was 
crossing at the French coast at 
2,000 feet, still burning and losing 
height.” 

His companions regard Morrison 
as one of the pluckiest fighter 
pilots in the R.C.A.F. He has de- 
stroyed several enemy aircraft and

Proposed For 
Transit Crisis 


OTTAWA, Sept. 2 — (CP) — 
Transit Controller George Gray 
made public last night an eight- 
Point program which he said had 
been accepted “in whole or in 
part” by most large municipalities 
in a move to help solve the “in- 
creasingly critical” transit prob- 
lem. 

Warning that full impact of re- 
Strictions on private automobile 
use would be felt during the 
autumn months, Mr. Gray suggest- 
ed that schools in all large cities 
should begin the day either earlier 
or later than the present schedule. 

In an open letter to municipal 
authorities local transit operators 
and the public in which he pre- 
dicted that supply of new street 
cars and busses will be “virtually 
dried up” by the year-end, the 
controller suggested: 

1—Staggered hours and change 
in school opening hours. 

2—Improved street traffic regu- 
lation. 

$3—Reduction in number of street 
car and bus stops. 

4—Fullest use of car lines and | 
minim.'m use of bus equipment. 

—ixtension of facilities to war 
industries or armed forces estab- 
lishments only. 

G—Improved efficiency and two 
shifts, if possible, in repair shops. 

@—‘Judicious” parking of bus 
equipment between rush hours in- 
stead of returning to main storage 
points. 

S—Appointment of local transit 
committees. 


CRITICAL PROBLEM 


“The time is appropriate to draw 
attention to the critical nature of 
the transportation emergency which 
will develop during the next few 
months,” Mr. Gray wrote. “Loading 
on urban transit facilities declines 
seasonably during the summer 
months and this factor has modi- 
fied the effect of gasoline rationing 
and the tire shortage. 

“The full impact of the restrict- 
lons on private car use will regis- 
ter in the fall when people return 
to their homes from holiday re- 
sorts, when schools re-open, and 
when inclement weather forces 
People to use street cars and 
busses.” | 


Transit service operators had 
stretched their facilities to the ut- | 
most to meet the unprecedented | 
conditions, But the problem would | 
become impossible unless “adjust- | 
ments are made in the travel habits

when the Germans have taken 
Stalingrad and gained control of 
the Volga. At the moment the 
peril to Stalingrad is very real. 
There is no confirmation of the | 
purported agreement with Ger- 
many, but it does not sound un- 
reasonable. 


DISREGARD PACT 

The 1941 non-aggression pact with 
Russia, which was a matter of con- 
venience, would not stand in the 
way. There would be no element 
of surprise in the attack, because 
the Russians have been expecting 
it and are ready for it. 

Japan is believed to have up- 
wards of 750,000 men and a large 
part of her air force in Manchukuo, 
from which the attack would be 
made. Besides striking northwest- 
ward along the Amur towards Lake 
Baikal,, the Japanese most prob- 
ably would head northeastward for 
Khabarovsk and from there to the 
sea. 

That would completely isolate 
Vladivostok, Russia’s naval and 
air base. Instead of a frontal at- 
tack by sea on Viadivostok, which 
is strongly defended, the Japan- 
ese would come by land down 
the peninsula to take it from the 

rear, as they did in the case of 
Singapore. 

It would be typically Japanese 
to repeat a manoeuvre which work- 
ed so successfully before. Besides, 
the Japanese navy has taken such | 
a battering in the southwest Pa-| 
cific that Tokyo is not likely to risk 
any part of it unnecessarily. 


REASONS PLAIN 


The reasons for a Japanese at-| 
tack on Siberia are not hard to 
find. It is part of her “great east 
Asia pian,” which was given con-} 
siderable emphasis in the present} 
cabinet shift. | 

It is perhaps significant that in 
explaining the creation of an east 
Asia post in the cabinet, War Lord 
Tojo referred to the administra- 
tion of Karafuto, which is the 
Japanese name for the lower halt | 
of Sakhalin Island. It has been 
reported that under the non-ag- 
gression pact, Japan tried unsuc- 
cessfully to persuade Russia io;

Canadians Must | 
Produce Scrap 
Or Lose Goods 


By JAMES M-COOK 

OTTAWA, Sept. 2. — (CP) — 
Canadians have the option of 
producing every pound of scrap 
they can find or doing without 
some of the near-essentials and 
ornaments of their communities 
and hemes. 

F. B. Kilbourn, steel controller, 
in an interview yesterday said 
munitions and supply officials are 
“worried” about supplies of scrap 
to keep Canadian steel mills in 
operation and he urgently asked 
that vigorous efforts be made to 
have further scrap supplies pro- 
vided. 


| EVERY POUND NEEDED 


The controller associated scrap 
collection—“every pound is need- 
ed”—with the weapons and othor 
equipment of Canadian fighting 
men, with tanks and ships and air- 
planes, with bombs dropped on 
Germany, with support for hard- 
fighting allies of the United Na- 
tions and with the continuance of 
essential civilian industries within 
Canade. 

He warned bluntly that equip- 
ment now considered essential 
for civilian purposes might have 
to be called in for war purposes 
in the future unless the flow of 
scrap to mills is continued. 


“Our experience has been that it 
is harder to pick up scrap during 
the winter and it is essential that 
the remaining period of warm 
weather be used to the utmost to 
get every pound of scrap into the 
yards of scrap dealers or the pre- 
pared scrap to the yards of steel 
plants so there will be sufficient to 
see us through the five long winter 
months,” Mr. Kilbourn said. “That 
does not mean we can relax in the 
winter. The collection drive must 
go on.” 

UNIVERSAL APPEAL 

The appeal for scrap was univer- 
sal, directed at no particular sec- 
tion of Canada. 

“We are even going out into re- 
mote areas of the country and ar- 
ranging to dig scrap from déserted 
mine properties where in normal 
times it would never pay to remove 
| it,” said Mr, Kilbourn, “Every pos- 
sible source must be checked and 
| used.”

Fifteen Minutes for Canada 


Edmonton stores should be crowded 
Thursday afternoon, when from three 
o'clock until a quarter past they will have 
only one commodity for sale—War Sav- 
ings Stamps. 

The plan is not that customers will be 
badgered to buy stamps—they just won’t 
be sold anything else. For that quarter of 
an hour the store-owners are giving the 
facilities of their establishments and the 
time of their employees exclusively to the 
sale of the stamps, but it will rest with 
the customer whether he buys or does not 
buy: 

Stores all across the Dominion are co- 
operating in this effort to raise war funds, 
It is desirable for that as for other rea- 
sons that the sales in Edmonton should 
be large—the larger the better. 

The stores have to buy outright the 
stamps which they will thus offer for 
sale. If any remain unsold, these cannot 
be sold back to the Government. The mer: 
chants are thus staking their money on 
the willingness of their customers to in- 
vest in these securities and so help the 
war funds, That ought to count for some- 
thing with the buying public. 

The savings stamps rank with savings 
certificates and war bonds as the sound- 
est investment in the country. The money 
paid for them is not spent but loaned, for 
the stamps can be exchanged for certifi- 
cates, and the outlay will thus come back 
to the buyer with three per cent interest. 

The stores are giving fifteen minutes 
of their time for Canada. It is up to the 
public to see that the staffs are kept busy 
handing out the stamps.

The Army Needs Money 


This month the Salvation Army is ap- 
pealing to the public across Canada for 
the money needed to carry on its social 
work on the “home front.” 

Most Canadians understand in a gen- 
eral way the kind, and something of the 
amount, of the service the Army renders 
to the sick and the needy. Its sixty year 
record has made people everywhere ac- 
quainted with the nature of this service, 
and has won popular approval and steady 
support. 

When the Army appeals for money, it 
gets it. That is the evidence that its work 
on behalf of the unfortunate is both 
known and appreciated. 

There may however be some mis- 
understanding as to why an appeal is 
being made at this time. When the Red 
Cross was raising funds a short time ago 
it was stated that nu other general appeal 
would be made during the year, as the 
work of other charitable organizations— 
including the Salvation Army—would be 
financed by the Dominion treasury, 

This was true, but true only in respect 
to the work of these agencies on behalf 
of the men in the armed services. The 
money which the Army is now seeking is 
nut for its operations in our military 
camps or overseas, but for carrying on its 
activities on behalf of needy civilians 
solely, 

The conditions of general employment 
have of course reduced the numbers who 
need such assistance, but have not elimin- 
ated the need. There are still many who 
because of age or infirmity are in want. 
It is on behalf of these the Army is now 
appealing. The response should be both 
general and generous.

Eating More Meat 

When people are working hard they 
eat more meat. The armies of the Allies 
have to be well fed. Britain, and also some 
of the occupied countries, are dependent 
very largely on supplies from this con- 
tinent, 

These facts help to explain why meat 
is to be rationed in the United States. 
They suggest also that rationing may 
have to be applied in Canada, though no 
official hint of that has been given, 

A point to be noted is that the object 
is not to cut consumption in the United 
States below normal, but to bring it down 


to the average of the last ten years—2!., 
pounds per person per week. Should 


meat rationing come in Canada, the ob- 
jective will no doubt be approximately the 
same, 

Rationing on that basis sounds worse 
than it really is. No person ‘is going to 
Starve on 2!» pounds of meat per week, 
plus vegetables, cereals and fruit, and 
probably no one would suffer in health 
on such a diet. Minor inconvenience, not 


hardship, is the worst to be appre- 
hended. 
There never was so much meat pro- 


duced in this continent as at the present 
time. In Canada at least there has seldom 
been so abundant a supply of feed for 
meat animals, No one need conjure up 
fears of a meat famine because official 
regulation of the consumer supply is in 
force in the United States and may be in 
prospect in Canada, 

Production can be multiplied if the 
need arise. Meanwhile our fighting men 
on all fronts are getting full rations and 
Britain is being protected against hunger. 
To eat no more than the usual amount of 
meat is a trifling concession for civilians 
to make for such vital purposes,

Farm Debt 


There are certain types of debt 
which obviously require imme- 
diate and generous relief. 

Agriculture, for instance, is one 
of the cardinal war industries, per- 
haps the basic war industry, and 
if it can be shown that farm debt 
is in any way slowing up agricul- 
tural production, it is plainly ap- 
parent that adjustments must be 
made at any cost. 
| I believe that such an effect can 
|be shown. Certainly the farmer 
jcannot attain maximum production 
when interest rates on farm 
mortgages make it impossible for 
him to ever envisage complete 
ownership of his property. 

At present, these rates, adjusted 
under the Farmers’ Creditors 
Adjustment Act, range from eight 
to five per cent.

Allied Raids Are Punishing 
German Morale and War Plants 


The results of the recent Ameri-| 


can ai raid on Germany and occu: | 
pied territory have been summariz 
ed in a review cabled from London 
over the week-end 
It is estimated that hitherto 

more than 500 factories and ship- | 
yards engaged in war production | 
for Germany have been crippled. 
These plants include aircraft fac- 
tories, engine works, shipyards 
building submarines and war- 
ships, locomotive and car shops, | 
synthetic oil refineries, tank fac- 


| 


tories, steel works and arsenals. 
This is an imposing accomplish- 
ment of itself, and must in due 
time be reflected in modifications 
to German military strategy. When 


it becomes necessary to practice 
economy in the use of weapons and 
material, it is no longer possible to 
launch smashing offensive attacks 
which carry through to their objec- 
tives regardless of losses in life or 
material 

All British land actions hitherto 
have been characterized by great 
economy in life and equipment as 
compared with the lavish expendi 
ate of the enemy. This policy 
has been dictated by necessity, and 
not by squeamishness or kid- glove | 
notions of military tactics 

For over a year British forces} 
had to defend a large segment of 
the rim around the Axis centres of | 
power, with a very small force of 
well trained and completely equip- | 
ped troops. Their function was to} 
delay the enemy as long as possible, 
confine him as much as possible 
and hold on to the areas which 
would be needed as springboards 
for the counter-offensive when the | 
time was ripe, 


PLAYING FOR TIME 


Whatever they did, British com. 
manders must not lose their forces 
or their weapons, for they could 
not be replaced within a period of 
months, and by then there would 
be no friendly ports at which to 
land. Wherever they encounter 
superior force, which was power- 
ful enough to destroy them, their 
duty was to yield ground but re- 
main in the field. 

Only by this method could time 
be won to train new armies and 
convert the economic power of 

the United Nations onto a war 
basis, 


Many mistakes were made in the 
early stages of the war, sone of 
them through inexperience and a 
stubborn lack of flexibility and 
others through failure to grasp the 

world-embracing scale of the 
enemy’s plan of operations. Some 
disasters and near-disasters were 
faced with knowledge and accepted 
with fortitude in the hope of avoid- 
ing major and irretrievable calami- 
ties, 

This defensive period of the war 
was full of humiliations and dis- 
couragement. But these were to be 
expected, The enemy well knew | 


that if he were to dominate the 
world he must strike with great 
decision, and very fast, in order to 
obtain positions of dominant sitrat- 
| tegical advantage, acquire protected 
sources of raw material and para- 
lyze the economic organism of the 
hostile world. Otherwise as he well 
| knew, this organism would grow 
so large that it would overwhelm 


pets by its sheer weight. 
| AXIS STRATEGY TRAILED 


As matters stand today, all evi- 
dence points to the failure of the 


| Axis in this important respect. No 


one can deny the impressive record 
of Axis tactical successes. But the 
failure of strategy is even more 
impressive. The time is coming 
when the enemy must husband and 
conserve his manpower and equip 
ment, while we can be more prodi 
gal. The time is coming when it 
is he who will have to calculate to 


a nicety how to distribute available 
forces along an interminable line 
so that he will be able to meet at- 
tacks which might be launched at 
any one or several of a number of 
places 

The present air strategy will play 
a decisive part in translating the 
Allied campaign from defensive to 
offensive. The crippling of five hun- 
dred German war plants, without 
suicidal loss, is merely a promise 
that another five hundred can and 
will be destroyed in a far shorter 
time than it took to cripple the 
first. 

What is worrying the Germans 
almost as much as the destruc- 
tion of the plants themselves is 
the fact that between one million 
and a million and a half able- 
bodied Germans have been with- 
drawn from the field of product- 
ive labor to man and maintain the 
aircraft defences, fire-fighting 
services and repair organizations. 


Labor is in very heavy demand 
in Germany, which has already 
been compelled to use forced labor 
with poor technical training from 
conquered lands, 


AXIS HAS MANPOWER 


Unless the Anglo-American forces 
in the British Isles are strong 
enough and sufficiently well equip- 
ped to undertake a major offensive 
action in the west within the next 
few weeks, there may be further 
setbacks and disappointments in the 
Middle East. 


The Germans are still strong 
enough to maintain an aiiny of a 
million and a half in Southeastern 
Europe, which has not hitherto 
been required to bolster the Ger- 
man forces in Russia. 


The Japanese have withdrawn 
considerable forces froin Central 
China, It may be that some of 
these have been sent to Siberia. 
it is possible that reinforcements 
have been sent to the East In- 
dies and the islands of the South 


Pacific to meet the Allied threat 
to the Japanese occupation of the 
Dutch Empire. 


But good sense will insist that 
Japanese military prospects are 
bound up with German survival as 
| an aggressive power, even as Angle- 
American chances of success de- 
pend upon Russia’s continued and 
effective resistance. Unless the 
Japanese enemy has taken leave of 
his senses, he will, therefore, re- 
sume his pressure on India as soon 
as the rainy season is over in 
Burma, 

Sound tactics compel the Axis 


| powers to keep the United Nations 


fighting in Middle Eastern terri- 
tory, where they operate at the 
greatest disadvantage. The battle 
grounds in the Middle East can be 
reached by direct land communica- 
tions from the enemy's main bases, 
but the Allies can only reach them 
by crossing thousands of miles of 
submarine-infested waters. 


CARRY WAR TO ENEMY 
Unquestionably, the Middle East 

is our most vulnerable point. Con- 

certed action by German and Jap- 


anese forces could only be resisted 
effectively by straining our trans- 
portation facilities to the utmost. 
That is why it is so necessary to 
carry the war to the enemy on 
both sides of the world simultane- 
ously by massive operations in the 
southwest Pacific and Western 
Europe. 

The fighting in Russia is going 
better than we might have hoped 
last week. The large wedge which 
the Germans had driven into the 
Russian defences at the centre of 
the Stalingrad defence lines has 
apparently been shattered and dis- 
persed. An enemy attempt to cross 
the Straits of Kerch and threaten 
the flank of the Russian defenders 
of the Black Sea coast has been 
frustrated. A determined attempt 
by the enemy to advance into the 
hills sheltering Novorossisk met 
with some initial success, but was 
later thrown back beyond its start- 
ing point by a Russian counter- 


attack. So far as can be learned 
from the field reports of both sides, 
the enemy has made no further 
progress toward the Caspian Sea 
and is still held some forty or 
fifty miles northwest of Grozny. 


The Germans have thrown rein- 
forcements into the central sector 
of the Russian front to check the 
Russian advance into Rzhev and 
the Smolensk salient. 

The Russians admit that they 
have encountered stiffer German 
resistance, but they are still press-

More Alberta 
Machines Go

Tax collection, building per- | 
mits, sales of city owned pro- 
perty and rentals collected by 
the city all show substantial in- 
creases for the eight months’ 
period ended Aug. 31, according 
to reports filed Wednesday with 
the city commissioners. 

Tax collections for the 1942 eight 
months period were $3,137,662.85 
compared with $2,982,928.27 for 
the same period last year, an in- 
creas of $154,734.58, Collections for 
August this year amountel to 
$325,926.12 against $270,657.92. 

Building permits for the 1942 
period totalled $2,575,420, compar- 
ed with $2,017,988 last year, an in- 
crease of $557,432. Permits issued 
during August this year amounted 
to $1,054,345 compared with $209,- 
558 last year. 

Despite shortage of certain build- 
ing materials and governmental 
restrictions the number of homes 
built in the city is only 13 behind | 
last year for the period under re- 
view.

by experts: Measure fat to be clari- 
fied. Add to it an equal amount of 
water. Boil a few minutes until fat | 
melts. Stir occasionally and then | 
strain through several thicknesses 
of folded cheese cloth. When fat is | 
cool and has hardened, remove the 
solid layer of fat and scrape off 
any particles of meat or skin that | 
have adhered to it. 


SECOND METHOD 

The other recommended method 
of clarifying fats is this: Cut up| 
fat to be clarified into small pieces. 
For each pint of cut up fat (about | 
1 lb.) use a medium raw potato, 
Cut potato into thin slices. Add to 
fat. Heat gradually until potato is 
browned and fat is bubbling. Strain | 
the fat through several folds of 
cheese cloth. Cool and store fat. The | 
potato absorbs some of the fat 
flavor and also collects some of | 
the sediment. | 

To prepare the fats which you 
are giving to the Government's war 
program, strain fats from drippings 
pan and deep fats you will not use 
anymore into a_ spotiessly clean 
wide-mouth container, such as a 
large coffee can. When fat cools, | 
store in the refrigerator. Take the | 
filled cans to your butcher. He will 
buy the contents for the Govern- 
ment,

The hot summer months are 
nearly if not entirely, over and even 
though the bavy may have been 
kept on breast milk, because that 
seemed the best policy, if he is 
now nine months old he should be 


weaned. It is the very exceptional | 
mother who can nurse her baby 
successfully beyond that time and 
while she may not recognize the 
symptoms of his dissatisfaction 
they are almost always present for 
the practiced eye to see. 

After the ninth month few babies 
profit by being nursed. Their diet 
should be bolstered by cow's milk, 
which, being from a herd of cows, 
is more predictable as to its quality 
than is breast milk. 

Since hasty weaning is hard on 
the mother and the baby it is well 
to anticipate the ceremony and 
plan for it. If the baby is so used 
to drinking from a cup that he can 
take all he needs from that utensil, 
wean directly to a cup. If he is| 
still unable to take more than a) 
few ounces without fatigue and dis- 
satisfaction, then wean to a bottle 
and change to a cup later. 

It is easiest to give but one 
bottle a day for the first week. 
The second week give two bottles 
and so on until baby is entirely off 
the breast and accepts his full nu- 
trition from three or four bottles 
of milk. | 

Once on bottles the process of 
weaning to cup is again a gradual 
one. Some part of each bottle 
feeding should be presented by 
cup, at the beginning of the meal, 
when the baby is hungry, and then 
when he is tired and wants no more 
from the cup, finish the feeding 
with the bottle. By a gradual in- 
crease of the amount by cup and 
a like decrease by bottle the baby 
at 12 to 14 months ought to be 
drinking all milk by cup and none 
by bottle. | 

The disudvantage of too pro- 
tracted feedings are many. 

The child's nutrition may be 
menaced. He tends to waken at 
night to be fed when he is long 
past the age for night feedings. He 
may refuse to nurse but a few mo- 
ments and still act hungry and 
cross. More food is the answer 
to such conduct, 

There is a psychological factor 


the baby approaches the first year 
milestone he should have sloughed 
off some of his infantile habits. He 
should be sitting up drinking from 
a cup, trying to wield a spoon, 
ways of eating which advertise to 
him—as well as his mother—that 
he is really growing up. If he has 
no opportunity for these, but re- 
mains at the level of his infantile 
eating habits, his whole behavior 
tends to stay at the same level. It 
is harder to become a child than 
to remain a baby, but it is unques- 
tionably a most satisfying accom- 
plishment and mothers have to be 
on the alert to foster every habit 
which promotes that aim.

“Scared” by Speaking Task

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—(AP)— 
She's little and looks as though she 
really ought to be in the kitchen 
cooking dinner—but they say this 
Liudmila Pavliuchenko personally 
has killed more than 300 Naz in- 
vaders of Russia. 

On Wednesday night this 26-year- 
old Ukrainian girl is going to 
tackle another job. It’s the special 
assignment on which she came to 
the United States. 

And, frankly, she seems a little 
scared, 

SPECIAL ASSIGNMENT 

She’s going to talk (through an 
interpreter) to the International 
Student Assembly on “Students in 
the War.” 

The only thing up to now which 
seems to have flustered her was 
her first experience with photo- 
graphers’ flash-bulbs. Then this 
feminine soldier who has faced 
machine-gun strafing “froze.” 

Her speaking job may be a bit 
painful for another reason: She’s 
been wounded in action four times, 
and the wound in her thigh is giy- 
ing her trouble. That's one of the 
effects of the Washington climate, 

It's hard to picture her as a guer- 
illa fighter, in spite of the medals 
on her coat and the chevrons of a 
junior lieutenant, Special Red 
Army Corps. 

The medals represent the Order 
of Lenin, given her for work as a 
sniper in tne Odessa area behind 
the German lines. 

CREDITED WITH 309 

She is credited with the death of 
309 German officers and men, plus 
2,500 invaders who fell to the rifles 
of the 80 snipers she trained in a 
guerilla school before Sevastopol 
fell. She was one of the “last men” 
in the rearguard action that de- 
layed the axis troops enterting the 
Black Sea naval base. 

Before the war Liudmila was a 
student at the University of Kiev, 
majoring in history. She had 
trouble getting into the military 
despite her record as a grade A 
sharpshooter—sie was assitned as 
an unskilled laborer in a Red 
arsenal,

2—(CP)--Names of 507 Canadian

oners of war at Hong Kong were made public last night by 
the Departinent of National 4 thd 


The names were taken from let- * 
ters addressed by the men to 
their relatives which reached 
Canada last week on the diplo- 
matic exchange ship Gripshoim 
—the first mail from the men of 
the Hong Kong force since the 
city surrendered to the Japanese 
last Christmas day after two 
weeks of bitter fighting against 
hopeless odds. 

As yet the Canadian government 
has no official information from the 
Japanese government on what men 
are prisoners at Hong Kong. 

The list issued last night was 
made public by Lt. Col. F. W. 
Clarke, chairman of the committee 
charged with the welfare of pris- 
oners of war in enemy hands. 


NO ADDRESSES GIVEN 

Home addresses of the men were 
not given and were not immediately 
available, 

In an earlier 
Col. Clarke, said ihe mail from 
prisoners showed evidence of 
strict Japanese censorship and it 
was not to be taken from the list 
that other members of the force 
were not alive or had failed to 
write. 

The Canadian force at Hong 
Kong consisted of the two battal- 
ions and a brigade’ headquarters 
and numbered 1,985 officers and 
men in all. 


JAPS CLAIM 1,689 

The Japanese reported last Feb- 
ruary that they held 1,689 Canadian 
prisoners, indicating that the other 
296 were dead or missing. No report 
has been made by the Japanese on

|Huns Threaten 
Handcuffs For 
British Taken 


BERLIN (from German broad- 
casts), Sept. 2—(AP)—The Ger- 
man high command announced 
today that British prisoners taken 
in the Dieppe raid would be 
handcuffed in retaliation for what 
it said was a captured British 


order directing that hands of cap- 
tured Germans be tied to prevent 
destruction of papers. 


(The bulk of the Dieppe force 
was Canadian, with a Canadian of- 
ficer, Maj.-Gen. J. H. Roberts of 
Kingston, Ont., in command of the 
expedition. Presumably Canadian 
prisoners are covered by the gen- 
eralization “British” used by the 
German high command.) 

The handcuffing of the British— 
both officers and men—will start 
tomorrow and continue, the an- 
nouncement said, “until the British 
government by means of an official 
statement withdraws the above 
mentioned order concerning the 
manacling of German prisoners of 
war.” 

“The German high command 
further declares,” the announce- 
ment said, “that if in the future 
allied governments adopt similar 
measures constituting defamation 
and disrespect of brave German 
soldiers, the German high com- 
mand will reply by adopting dras- 
tic reprisals. 

“German troops as proved by a 
number of photographs taken at 
Dieppe have so far treated captured

The importance of careful pack- 
Ing of parcels containing perish- 
able supplies for men in the 
armed forces overseas is again 
being stressed by dominion postal 
authorities. 


The authorities state that with a 


be handled, reqririny:s every mom- 
ent. of the postal corps’ time, im- 
properly packed parcels result in 
extra labor to repack, recondition 
and readdress the parcel, in addi- 
tion to the extra time spent in 
advising the sender and addressee 
of what had occurred. 


Parcels containing fragile articles 
or perishable goods likely to spoil 
within the time required for trans- 
nortetion and delivery should not 


The department is coping con- 
tinuously with parcels containing 
glass bottles of jam or pickles that 
had been broken in handling. Tins 
of jam and syrup had been sent in 
tins carelessly closed or in fragile 
paper cartons, with the result that 
postal authorities have often found 
parcels totally destroyed. 

All parcels should be fully pre- 
paid, securely packed, in strong 
containers, wrapped in several lay- 
ers of thick paper and tied with 
strong twine. All parcels should be 
clearly and correctly addressed in 
ink, avoiding the use of misleading 
abbreviations, the postal officials 
point out.
